Pathways — Roxbury (RoxMAPP), a new partnership between Roxbury Community College and Madison Park Vocational 
Technical High School, at a press conference held this month at RCC and attended by RCC Interim President, Dr. Linda 
E. Turner and Boston Public Schools Superintendent, Carol Johnson, among others. One of the primary goals of the new 
partnership, outlined in a printed statement, will be to "increase college and career readiness by creating more seamless 
educational and career pathways for students." RoxMAPP will offer new academic and career development programs 
that lead to "employment for students in high-demand industries including health care, information technology, and life 
sciences."
